In December, 1945, BAK notified 
B A H Mfl f that ha had finally succe e ded in obtaining employment 
with a bank la San Diego. During another business trip to the 
Vast Coast in March, 1964, HAMOKT once again visited BAK In 
San Diego. S u b sequen t to this visit in March, BAMOST has 
not heard from or shout BAK. HAMDBT retailed that during 
this March visit to San Diego, ha visited another Hungarian 
by the nans of CAST AS SZEP, a veterinarian who resides at 
43M Middlesex Drive la San Diego.
